COMMITTEE/COUNCIL REPORTS:

Councilwoman Hodges reported that she and the Personnel Committee met. The ASCME
contract is coming up for renewal. They discussed priority issues. She also met with the
Youth and Recreation Comittee. They brainstormed activities for the year. They will have
their usual events, Egg Hunt on March 4. They are looking to have a Game Night in
April and other new events. She will have a sign up sheet for council members to sign.
Lastly, she and the Ordinance Committee met to go over the First Aid and Fire
Department Ordinance. She will present a draft for the council to review so they can have
an input at the next council meeting.

Councilman McCarthy reported he attended the Board of Education meeting on January
23. The board members drafted a new mission statement to replace their old one. The
Board of Education also approved teachers with Pre-K children will be able to attend
Lakehurst School depending availability. There was public concern about Pine Street
drop-off and pick-up when there is snow. Councilman McCarthy also reported he and the
Public Safety Committee met with the Fire Dept. The committee got an understanding of
Fire Dept’s financial procedure, heir needs and their equipment. The Public Safety
Committee and the Fire Dept hope to have a good relationship.

Council President Oglesby also added the mayor would like to establish a protocol when
it comes to certain drills with Fire Dept. An example would be an ice rescue drill. The
protocol would be a 48 hour notice. The notice would include who is participating and
when. It would require approval from the mayor, administrator, or council president; this
way it is on record. This is not a blanket policy for all drills but for when a certain
opportunity arises.

Councilwoman Hodges added, maybe it be protocol already but if not the Chief of Police
should also be notified.

Council President Oglesby stated the Fire Chief would like to be informed when one of
his vehicles goes out for repairs.

Councilman Lowe stated he will talk to Dave Winton.



Council President Oglesby stated the fire house has a groundhog issue.
Municipal Clerk Dugan mentioned Public Works has Have-a-Heart traps.
Council President Oglesby will reach out to Public Works.

Council President Oglesby asked the public if the microphones are working.

Dona Sinton replied yes.
